Reports From Refiners and Marketers Show 
Past Year of Big Gallonage With a Fair Profit 


Gallonage was good last year and will 
e better this. 

Margitls were narrower in 1914, mak- 
ng smaller profits in most cases, and sub- 
stantially the same conditions may ob- 
tain for the first part of 1915, with a hoped 
for improvement of consequence the last 
half of the year 

That is the substance of the reports 
from two score and more oil marketers and 


refiners all over the country as made t 
THE NEWS in the second week of January, 
1915. They are printed below. 

There is a marked absence of the pes- 
simist in these reports. And what the oil 
men say in private conversation shows that, 
in most cases, they heve very good reason 
for being other than pessimists. 

There are, of course, companies that have 
suffered severely. These are not necessar- 
ily those one would first think of. The 
southern companies report business not so 
sad with a fair outlook, even a big improve- 
ment over the previous year. Some of the 
northern companies, especially those whose 
sales efforts are not confined and centered 
on their logical marketing territory, have 
he opposite tale to tell.

assimilate; and the eastern men by having 
their own territory invaded in a measure by 
the cheaper western oils but more particu 
larly by having their export market on lu- 
bricating oils, especially, closed to them al- 
most from the time the war started last 
summer. 


3oth divisions—marketing and refining 

have had to divide the loss in margin due to 
decline in tank wagon markets. At times 
first one and then the other division thought 
it was at its limit, then the price would let 
go and it would breathe a bit easier for a 


while. 


MARKETS ARE DROPPING. 

The year closed with markets sagging 
again. The forepart of December a half 
cent decline in burning oil swept over the 
Standard, of Indiana territory, and eventual- 
ly effected other territory. The last of De- 
cember found it in Nebraska just as the 
Standard of Indiana began openly quoting 
a cent a gallon discount on gasoline for all 
orders of 200 gallons or more. This seemed 
toysteady at a lower point, a tank wagon 
market that had been pretty ragged for 
months. In Kansas and Missouri territory 
one Independent marketer, according to in- 
formation received, had been making that 
discount to the garages to permit them to 
retail at the tank wagon price. The influx 
of filling stations, both in the west and the 
east, aided to bring the retail auto gasoline 
market down to the tank wagon price. In 
Cleveland today garages are getting any- 
where from a cent to two cents off the tank 
wagon price, according to report, and pri- 
vate customers are, it is said, in some cases 
getting inducements, although as usual there 
is no verification of this. 

The last open decline, as shown by the 
Standard’s quotations, brought some mighty 
low prices. At St. Louis the new oil market 
is 5.4 cents a gallon, and the gasoline—fig- 
uring the cent discount to 200-gallon cus- 
tomers—is 9.4; in Kansas City it’s 9.3 cents 
a gallon. St. Louis’ oil market is within .4 
cents of the low market of three years ago, 
when the big price war was on there. 

The advance of 5 cents in the price of 
Pennsylvania crude, the first of the year to 
$1.50, is still a mystery. One guess is about 
as good as another, and here’s one that there 
was so much complaint by the small well 
owners, those producing an eighth of a bar- 
rel a day and thereabouts, and so many were 
shutting in their wells that it was only a 
question of a few months when thousands of 
wells would be no more, and a very appre- 
ciable loss in crude noted. So a nickel was 
added to the price to take up some of the 


loss at any rate that these small well owners 
are put to, and to fill them with such hope 
that they will keep their wells going for a 
while longer, until the Standard sees the 
hour for the next move, whatever that may 
be. 

TRY TO STEADY OKLA. PRICE. 

There is no hope of any advance in the 
Mid-Continent crude market; in fact. the 
Oklahoma Corporation Commission and the 
oil producers, through associations, are 
making a desperate effort to maintain the 
55 cent price. The commission cited an 
oil broker to appear, January 8, and tell why 
he bought a big lot of crude at 40 cents, 
which he sold to one of the Standard’s East- 
ern interests. The hearing was continued. 
The producers at Healdton, Okla., after 
months of negotiation with the Magnolia 
Petroleum Company to sell their crude as 
a whole at the market, finally refused the 
Magnolia’s ultimatum of 30 cents a barrel, 
and have shut down all wells. The question 
is whether the shut-down will hold together. 
So far there is no indication of any one 
breaking away. 

Oklahoma is filled with tales of new pipe 
lines, but the facts seem to be that the near- 
est to a new pipe line of consequence is what 
the Shell-Asiatic-Royal Dutch interests will 
think of the proposition that it is expected 
will be submitted by White & Sinclair, big 
oil producers of Tulsa, Okla., in the way of 
& Sinclair are commonly reported to be 
“representing” the big European Independ- 
ent interests, but just in what measure has 
not been stated. The best information seems 
to be that they have assurances that a big 
deal will be considered. None seems to 
have been made so far, though. However, 
it is regarded that if White.& Sinclair can’t 
put the deal through there’s not much use 
of the rest of the oil country trying to. If 
a deal is made, in present expectations it 
will be almost entirely an export oil propo- 
sition, so only the crude markets in this 
country would be affected directly. 

But the year of 1915 is brightening quite 
perceptibly, especially as one gets down 
census reports and sees how fast and 
how steadily this country keeps growing, 
whether it rains or shines, and then notes 
that petroleum and its products are neces- 
sities rather than luxuries.

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Jobbers Confidently Predict 
Increasing Business for 1915 


E. A. WADHAMS, PRES. The Independ- 
ent Petroleum Marketers’ Association, Mil- 
waukee, Wis.: 


“IT am under the impression that the in- 
crease in rates allowed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to the railroads will 
have a tendency to stimulate business. In 
most every reform the pendulum of the re- 
former swings a little too far; on its return 
trip it is hable to touch the happy medium. 

“Burning oils are certainly being mar- 
keted at a ridiculous margin. Still we have 
lived through the same conditions several 
times, and after the trouble was over, found 
that we were not as badly hurt as we had 
expected to have been. During the last six 
months our business was rather better than 
it was for the corresponding six months a 
year ago. I look for a general improve- 
ment in trade. At the present time our or- 
ders for future shipment are larger than 
they were a year ago. There is no question 
that, while the volume of business is increas- 
ing, the percentage of profit has been de- 
creasing. This condition, however, is not 
confined entirely to the oil business.” 

R. J. BRYHN, Rockford, IIL: 

“I can truly say, ‘business is good.’ The 
past year has been the ‘best ever’ in my 
business. Gallonage fine, profits good, and 
as far as I can see the outlook for next year 
is good. The most essential thing for the 
Independent jobber and refiner to do, is to 
never lose sight of the fact that our common 
enemy is never asleep, and to leave him 
alone—the jobber to buy only of Independ- 
ent refiner, and the Independent refiner to 
sell only to Independent jobber. Never mind 
what the enemy is doing, only when he does 
you too hard, ‘holler’ loud and long; let the 
pubiic know your grievance. Buy quality 
goods, give quality, and charge the right 
price, regardless of what the other fellow 
is doing. If you are supposed to sell cer- 
tain gravity goods, from certain crudes, 
don’t substitute something else, even if you 
think it is just as good. Get the public 
accustomed to look to you for quality. If 
you have to meet prices made by the enemy 
you will certainly not make any money, 
which, after all, is what we are in business 
for, although your gallonage will be larger. 

“Wishing you a happy, prosperous New 
Year, which I am sure it will be, as far as 
business is concerned, I am.” 


E. E. HUGULEY, PRES. AND GEN. 
MGR. Huguley Oil Co., Atlanta, Ga.: 

“Our sales for 1914 were about thirty- 
three and one-third per cent greater than 
1913, which was our first year in business 
We don’t handle gasoline or kerosene. 

“While we don’t look for any big business 
for the next two or three months in the 
South, still we are expecting a good average 
business, with same broadening consider- 
ably, as soon as the spring months open up 
and the country has been convinced that the 
southern farmer has cut his cotton acreage 
considerably, which he is doing. 

“We expect this depression, that we have 
had on account of the war, to do a great 
deal more good for the South in the long 


run than the harm it has done us, as it has 
taught the farmer that he must diversify his 
crops and not depend upon cotton alone. 

“Other sections of Georgia, where they 
have diversified crops for years, are very 
prosperous indeed, and it only needed a les- 
son like the farmer had during the past fall 
to teach most of them that it 1s necessary to 
get out of the ‘rut’ that they have been con- 
tinuing in in the past. 

“In other words, we look for business in 
our section to again be normal by the time 
the spring sets in.” 


R. T. MORELAND, Moreland Bros. & 
Crane, Adrian, Mich.: 


“Business at this time is somewhat quiet, 
but we feel sure that it will pick up in a 
short time. Regarding the one-half cent 
decline in oil, we think that no one will be 
surprised at this, and it is remarkable to us 
that the market held as long as it did, con- 
sidering European conditions, and the over- 
supply of burning oil.” 


M. A. BREWSTER, Penn Oil & Supply 
Co., Ltd., Oil City, Pa.: 

“Business at the present time is not very 
encouraging, and we feel an increase in 
freight rates will reduce to some extent the 
net profits of our business for the next 
year.”

“What with increased freight rates, in- 
come tax, war tax, local taxes, workmen 
compensation and oil inspection tax, the 
other fellow seems to be getting a large 
portion of what we can squeeze out of the 
business by lots of hard work and _ the 
perspiration of our brow; but we are a 
jovial bunch down here in Cincinnati, don’t 
mind hard work in the least, and are more 
or less resourceful, so we presume we will 
continue to eat three meals a day and wear 
clothes of some kind. We may, however, 
be obliged to cut off a few of the frills. 

“Seriously speaking, our business for 1914 
shows a very substantial gain over the pre- 
vious yeat and while the percentage of 
profits is considerable smaller, due to con- 
ditions well understood by everyone in the 
business, the increased volume of sales 
helped materially to overcome what would 
otherwise have been a serious matter.

Fosition of Faucet in transit—Pat’'d 
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Nebraska Roads 
Ask Rate Increase 


The Nebraska Railroad Commission Jan- 
uary 5th and 6th heard the protests of the 
Independent oil shippers to the proposed 
advances in rates running as high as 171 per 
cent. 

The railroads, after a re-adjustment of the 
class rates September 6, 1914, endeavored to 
eliminate the provision giving oil 70 per 
cent of fourth and fifth class, which would 
have amounted to an increase in some cases 
over the old rates in effect prior to Septem- 
ber 6th as high as 171 per cent and would 
have made an increase over the new rates 
of 143 per cent. The Independent oil ship- 
pers were represented by Traffic Manager 
Boltz, of the National Petroleum Associa 
tion, and Traftic Manager MacEwen, of the 
National Refining Company, who represent- 
ed the National Petroleum Association and 
the Independent Petroleum Marketers’ As- 
sociation, and Traffic Manager Cooms, for 
the Western Wholesale Oil Jobbers Asso- 
ciation. These with Traffic Manager Mc- 
Cormick, of the Mutual Oil Company, of 
Kansas City, Mo., and Manager Hibbs, of 
the National Refining Company’s station, 
at Lincoln, were the only witnesses. 

On behalf of the Independent oil men, 
Mr. MacEwen submitted a large number of 
exhibits comparing the proposed rates with 
the old ones and with rates on other prod- 
ucts and rates in other parts of the country 
and showing the effect of the proposed ad- 
vance on the Independent oil trade. 

The Arkansas Railroad Commission has 
submitted a tentative tariff covering petro- 
leum and its products in which the present 
rates on petroleum in carloads will be ad- 
vanced about one cent a hundred but the 
rates in I. C. I. will be advanced anywhere 
from one to nine cents a hundred. Final 
hearings will be held at Little Rock, January 
26. Independent oil men have protested 


vigorously against the proposed advance.

ROTTERDAM, HOLLAND, Dec. 30.— 
It has been my privilege to talk with a cer- 
tain oil man of high position who could speak 
with some authority on Germany’s present po- 
ition regarding gasoline, kerosene and lubri- 
iting oils. At a time like this when the press 
s full of all sorts of contradictory stories and 
-tatements, when public rumor gives vent to a 
iriety of fantastic ideas that roll along with 
the ever increasing intensity of the snowball, 
ind when the downright anti-German would 
have one believe that Germany will shortly be 
licked to a frazzle owing to her lack of trans- 
port facilities, itis refreshing to get some -fairly 
definite news, no matter in what direction one’s 
sympathies may lie. 

While Germany has her difficulties in con- 
nection with fresh supplies, and in fact may be 
faced with no small problem in this direction, 
the type of patriotic idiot one finds amongst the 
allies who fancies Germany embarked on this 
war with a five gallon can in her cellar, and 
who says that one of the greatest factors in 
bringing about a sudden and early end to 
hostilities will be Germany’s shortage of spirit 
and oils, is indeed very far from the mark. 

To begin with, as most oil men may know, 
Germany has her “iron stock,” the meaning of 
which is, that over and above the average mili- 
tary stocks, the marketing and distributing 
companies must always keep a certain mini- 
mum quantity in their storage tanks under 
agreement with the German government. For 
this they are duly subsidized, and, of course, 
they must never under any circumstances al- 
low these stocks to fall below the stated level, 
which I may add, is no small quantity taking 
the total stocks held under this arrangement. 

It so happened on the outbreak of the war 
various stocks in hand over and above the 
“iron stock” were considerable above the aver- 
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vy at least 
eighteen or twenty thousand tons, which were 
immediately rushed across the frontier from 
Holland during the first few days following 
the declaration of war. Every possible facil-

and paid for the spirit, and I understand that 
the sellers in Holland came splendidly out of 
the deal, and were highly satisfied with the

\t the same time Germany was equally ac- 
tive on her southern frontier. The average 
railway rate from Roumania to Germany is 
something between $17 and $20 a ton, and this 
was immediately reduced to $10, and in some 
cases probably less, for sellers soon found 
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that with this mcession added to the rebate 
of import duty, it paid them better to send 
the spirit to Germany than to markets which 
ere two or three hundred miles nearer them 
SUPPLIED FROM ROUMANIA. 

In the early stages of the war large quanti- 
ties of mineral products and especially of 
spirit were rushed through to Germany from 
the Roumania fields, and although the Rou- 
manian government is supposed to have 
stopped, least reduced these exports to 
1 negligible quantity, it appears that fair quan- 
tities are still finding their way into Ger 
many, particularly from the Steaoa Romana 
and other German controlled interests. 

That the Roumanian government have re- 
duced the exports seems to be the case for the 
Maniteur de Petrole Roumain, the principal 
oil journal in Roumania, has been making spe- 
cial pleadings that all exports of oil should 
be free and unrestricted, no matter to what 
country. In a recent article on “The Suspen- 
sion of Exportation, and the Roumanian Oil 
Industry,” this journal discusses the present 
conditions which appear to be that the export 
of residue or fuel oil is formally prohibited, 
but it amounts to nil, and that the export of 
other petroleum products such as gasoline and 
kerosene is so restricted by government order 
as to practically mean absolute prohibition. I 
in appeal to Roumanian patriotism it points 
out the loss to the country’s oil interests, and 
states that the stoppage of exports will throw 
the industry back ten years to the state it was 
in before foreign capital, and especially Ger 
man capital placed itself at its disposal. Here, 
then, appears to be the real secret of the ay 
peal. German interests in the Roumanian oil 


fields are greater than anv other, and it its 
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natural that she should use every means to 
rouse a feeling of discontent among Rou- 
manian oil men as to the stoppage of exports, 
and that she should secure the services of 
the principal oil journal to help her to that 
end. Whatever the result of this German 
propaganda in Roumania, it is sufficient for 
the purposes of this article——in which I am 
giving Germany’s present position in gasoline 
and oils,—to state that considerable quantities 
of gasoline were until recently secured from 
Roumania. 

The particulars of that position as given to 
me on such good authority, are sufficient to 
destroy the hopes of Germany’s bitterest 
enemy, that a speedy termination of her fight 
ing power will be brought about by the lack 
of gasoline. I understand that even if all 
future supplies were cut off, Germany has suffi- 
cient motor spirit to satisfy the requirements 
of both the military authorities and the pri- 
vate user, for a period of not less than two 
years, 


With refined oil, however, her position is not

There is no doubt that Germany is a bit 


shy on lubricating oils, and the stocks sl 
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was able to confiscate in Antwerp were virtu- 
ally a god-send. Whether the Kaiser and his 
hosts attribute this to the special favor of the 
\lmighty, as they have done in. connection 
with other things, does not seem to have been 
put on public record, but doubtless they 
were duly thankful—even if other opinions 
rate it as “the devil’s own luck.” While a good 
part of the Antwerp stocks were successfully 
shipped—mostly to England—immediately be- 
fore the fall of the city, I understand that 
the quantities the Germans were able to se- 
questrate were pretty considerable, and it is 
even said that neutrals who removed their 
stocks would have done much better by leav- 
I 


g them, as the German government are pay- 
ing quite good prices for the oil on which they 
have put their seal. 

While the securing of these stocks of lu- 
bricating oils in Antwerp was exceedingly 
gratifying to Germany, the gilt was consider- 
ably taken off the gingerbread by the loss of 
the gasoline and refined oil. The disappoint- 
ment and chagrin, I am told, was terrible, and 
for, while giving up the city they had so stub- 
ornly defended, the Belgians dealt a heavy 
low to their enemy by setting fire to the 
gasoline and kerosene tanks. Germany had 
set great store on the acquisition of these 
stocks, which were of great military value in 
her needy circumstances. The distribution of 
petroleum products in Antwerp is, of course, 
dealt with the same careful and conservative 
policy as in Germany. 

From the foregoing information, the cor 
rectness of which I have no reason to doubt, 
onsidering its source, it will be seen that Ger- 
many from a military point of view, can hang 
out for two years without further supplies 
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of gasoline, kerosene and general lubricants, 
but it does not follow that she will cease in 
her endeavors to replenish her stocks—in fact 
I am assured that the man who can lay a secret 
pipe line or devise a system of supply fre 
from the troublesome supervision of the allies 
would be free from all the material worries 
of this earth for the rest of his life. He mi 
even secure an iron cross!! 
ROUMANIA STOCKS LARGE. 

\s it can be assumed that Germany's futur: 
supplies, or at least the bulk of them, if she 
gets any at all, will be got from Roumania 
a resume of the latter’s position is not without 
interest. But it is extremely difficult to know 
what her exact position is in relation to ex 
ports, as so many of the statements one re- 
ceives are in direct contradiction of each other 
The news I-am able to give, however, is I 
think, fairly authentic. Whether it is in sup- 
port of the German propaganda is a question 
for one’s own thoughts, but four of the lare 
est producers including the Standard’s inter- 
ests in Roumania have petitioned the Rou 


manian government asking for permission to 
export all classes of oil products, and in their 
petition they state that at the middle of August 
their stocks of oil and its products amounted 
1,991,118 barrels, located as follows

It will be noted that the largest quantity 
is held by the German interests through the 
Steaua and Vega, the Astra being the Shell- 
Dutch, and the Romana Americana being the 
Standard, as its name denotes. 

The petition of these four companies goes 
on to state that by the end of October the 
above stocks had increased by 724,194 barrels, 
bringing their total holdings to 2,715,312 bar- 
rels—an increase of practically 36 per cent. 
This, they attribute to the impossibility of ex- 
portation by the usual route—via the Port of 
Constantza—to the time occupied in organiz- 


ing exportation by rail, and to the subsequent 
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complete stoppage of exports by government 
order 

To point out the extent to which the export 
oil business has suffered since the beginning 
of the war, they state that in 1913 notwith- 
standing the interruption of traffic due .to 
mobilization, the exports amounted to 6,218,640 
barrels or an average of 518,370 barrels per 
month, while the exports from the middle of 
August to the end of October this year only 
average 180,000 barrels a month 

The government is therefore urged not only 
to remove the embargo on exports, but to 
provide increased railway facilities, or the pe- 


titioners will shortly be compelled to cease

pean markets were as stated below: 

Since the middle of October the exports 
seem to be an almost negligible quantity, and 
all the refiners are getting anxious about the

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Government Pipe Line Report Not Yet Written 


Special Commission Is Still Pondering Over 
the Possibilities—No Action By This Congress 


By Special Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—There is small 
probability of any legislation pertaining to 
il during the remaining six weeks of the 
present session of Congress. 

Cato Sells, the Indian commissioner, and 
Commander Richardson, have not yet begun 
putting on paper what they think about the 
proposition of having the navy go into the 
susiness of providing itself with fuel oil from 
the Mid-Continent and California fields. The 
Indian commissioner has put questions of 
policy before the navy department, which, in 
turn, must get the White House view on the 
subject. It is true that in making the in- 
vestigation as to the feasibility and desir- 
ability of having the navy assure itself a 
supply of oil, they are acting on a resolution 
if the Senate, but without the active help 
of the White House they cannot do any- 
thing. 

Even if their report was in print, and 
before Congress, it is extremely doubtful 
whether it would have any more weight with 
Congress between now and March 4 than 
Herodotus’ description of the oil wells he 
saw about 450 years before the beginning of 
the Christian era. What the historian had 
to say about pumping oil by using the half 
of a wine skin is interesting. What Sells 
and Richardson have to say, when they get 
ready to say something, will also be inter- 
esting, but the works of the historian will 
be just as potent in inducing Congress to 
move at this session as would be those of 
the commissioner and the commander. 

President Wilson has never given ap- 
proval of schemes and plans for committing 
his administration to government owner- 
ship. Postmaster General Burleson advo- 
cates government ownership of telegraph 
and telephones, and “other means of com- 
munication,” but bills to carry out his ideas 
are not to be found in the list of things bear- 
ing the administration’s mark of approval. 

Secretary Daniels advocates the establish- 
ment of a government armor plate plant, 
and the piping and refining of oil for the 
navy, but the President has never approved 
the work of Daniels.

line would not be a common carrier because 
it would be carrying oil from its own wells 
to its own refinery. But one of the alterna- 
tive propositions is that the pipe line should 
-arry crude for anybody who desired to have 
such a service performed. Then it would be 
, common carrier, in fact, if not in name. 

Under still another supreme court de- 
‘ision, a common carrier may not sell an ar- 
ticle carried by it for less than the price in 
the locality where it acquired the article, 
plus its published freight rate. Under that 
rule and under present conditions, the gov- 
‘rnment, if it submitted to the rules gov- 
erning common carrier pipe lines, could not 
sell Oklahoma crude at Texas ports for less 
than $1.08, which is the Oklahoma corpora- 
tion commission’s minimum price on crude, 
plus the published pipe line rate of about 53 
cents, or something like that. 

Commissioner Sells and Commander 
Richardson have not yet put a scratch on 
paper concerning the investigation they 
made. The collateral questions that have 
een aroused engage their attention more 
than they thought they would -when the 
naval officers gaily proposed to break the 
price of fuel oil by having the government 
reserve oil acreage for itself and pipe the oil 
to the Gulf coast. 

Those who know the unlimited power of 
the government, in time of war and in peace, 
never took much stock in the contention 
that the government needed to do that to 
save itself from gouging. Even if it did not 
care to exercise any power other than that 
under the anti-trust law, all the Inde- 
pendents and the Standard put together 
could not keep up a combination to main- 
tain prices at more than a reasonable level. 

The fact seems to be that the proposition 
was not well thought out at the navy before 
it was sprung. After it was sprung it was 
taken up by politicians who were perfectly 
willing to get votes for themselves by al- 
lowing different communities to believe that 
the great government oil works might be 
located “in our midst.”

It is intended to put 
a stop to the storage of gasoline above ground 
in large quantities, and it is particularly di- 
rected against the Atlantic Refining Company. 

W. B. McGloughlin, sales manager of the 
Penn Petroleum and Supply Company, of 115 
North Second street, Philadelphia, reports 
business as being very quiet, due, he says, to 
the general nervousness of business conditions 
throughout the country 

Work has been begun by Eugene Touri-

ears as clergyman in various charitable or- 
vanizations and in churches that were not suffi- 
ently prosperous to pay a minister a salary. 

He was the first free hand blackboard illus- 
trator of Sunday School lessons in the world, 
eing able in his earliest days to illustrate the 
Bible ambidextrously using different colored 
crayons in each hand.

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Want Congress to Protect . 
Karly Developers of Oil

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Oil men from 
California and Wyoming are here trying 

» get congress at this session to grant re- 
lief to the men who have drilled wells on 
government land under the placer mining 
laws These men have become involved in 
the tangles created when President Taft, in 
1909, decided without waiting for congress 
to act, to have the government embark upon 
he form advocated by Gif- 
1rd Pinchot. They hope to get the general

session amended and passed, or failing in 
that they ask the house to pass the Pittman 
bill already acted upon by the senate 

The object of all their efforts is to get 
he limit of land that may be entered for oil 
development raised from one to four sec- 
ons, or, as stated in the bills, from 640 to 
2,560 acres. The senate committee on pub- 
lic lands began hearings on the general leas- 
ing bill January 7. The oil men were heard 
on January 8, 9 and 11, the Californians 
coming first. In addition to asking that the 
area be increased from one to four sections, 
they want the royalty to be made one-tenth 
or, if not flat one-tenth, then that one-eighth 
be made the maximum instead of the mini- 
mum royalty 

The Californians interested were repre- 
sented by former Governor Gillette, Cap- 
tain William Matson and Judge F. H. 
Short. Captain Matson is the chief stock- 


holder in the Honolulu Consolidated Oil 
Company which has spent more than 
$3,100,000 in the work which is being held up 
on account of the withdrawal first ordered 
in 1909 and later confirmed by law in 1910 
when the first of the conservation measures 
was passed. That company specifically asks 
for the amendment of the general leasing 
bill by the insertion of an additional section, 
immediately following No. 18, to read as 
follows: 

“That where public lands containing de- 
posits of oil or gas were prior to any with- 
drawal thereof from mineral entry entered 
upon by bona fide locator or locators in 
good faith under the placer-mining laws of 
the United States, and the locator or loca- 
tors, or his or their assigns or successors in 
interest, has since such entry and location 
been a bona fide occupant or claimant of 
such lands, claiming the same under such 
entry or location, and who has diligently 


prosecuted work in the building of roads, 
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developing a water supply, constructing 
power plants, or erecting derricks or doing 
such other or further work as was necessary 
in the development of such claim and lead- 
ing to the discovery of oil or gas upon such 
lands, and where a well or wells have been 
drilled and oil or gas has been discovered 
in such location, the location or entry may 
be perfected under the provisions of said 
mining laws and a patent therefor issued.” 
The object of the amendment, so Gov 
ernor Gillette said, is to remove any doubt 
that may exist as to a locator’s right to a 
patent for lands which he located prior to 
any withdrawal from entry, where oil and 
gas were not discovered until after th 
withdrawal. The Honolulu company spent 
hundreds of thousands of dollars getting 
ready to drill wells and drilling was it 
progress when the withdrawal was made 
but oil had not been actually discovered.

Error on Rate Reduction 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
recently listened to an earnest appeal by 
the Southern Pacific and the Santa Fe to 
have it reverse itself with respect to a de- 
cision in the complaints of the Arizona Cor- 
poration Commission and _ the Pacific 
Creamery Company against rates on refined 
and fuel oil from California to points in 
\rizona. The commission, several months 
ago, ordered the rate to Phoenix from Los 
\ngeles reduced to $4.75 per ton and rates 
graded up and down from that figure as the 
destinations were east or west of Phoenix, 
allowing ten cents a ton more for each fifty 
mile haul. The commission figured that 
most points in Arizona were blanketed on a 
$5 rate so it snipped off some. Attorney 
Fred H. Wood asserted that the commis- 
sion was most grievously in error as to 
facts. It assumed that it was making a rate 
of $4.75 for an average haul of 531 miles, re- 
ducing it from $5, when as a matter of fact 
it was reducing an average rate of $6.45 per 
ton for an average haul of 770 miles, which 
he submitted is an absolutely fair and- rea- 
sonable charge for a haul presenting, as he 
asserted, greater physical difficulties than 
the hauls to Reno, Nev., and Salt Lake, with 
which the hauls into Arizona had been com- 
pared, because while the highest grade to 
Reno and Salt Lake is higher than any grade 
mn the routes to Arizona there are twice as 
many grades on the Arizona route and the 
aggregate uphill haul is much greater.

The Richardson Lubricating Company, 
Quincy, Ill., is reported to have proposed to 
the Chamber of Commerce, Bartlesville, Okla., 
that if Bartlesville will build a refinery of 
anywhere from 500 to 1,000 barrels daily ca- 
pacity, the Richardson people will contract to 
take its entire output. The Richardson peo- 
ple wrote that they use from two to three 
million gallons per year of gasoline and kero- 
sene.

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Wisconsin Inspector Recommends Fee Be Reduced 


Declares Oil Department Not Organized 
For Profit to the State—Favors 3 Cent Cut 


Reduction of the oil inspection fee from 
ten to seven cents per barrel is recommended 
by the Wisconsin State Oil Inspector in his 
annual report. 

The department “netted” the state a “profit’ 
of $42,546.56 for the year ending June 30, 1914, 
the greatest in the history of the department. 
rhis surplus, the oil inspector points out, was 
used by the state for the payment of other 
than oil inspection department expenses. A 
bill to bring about this reduction, and having 
his support, will be introduced in the Wiscon- 
sin legislature this winter. The oil companies 
of the state are said to be united in supporting 
it. State Inspector Lewis F. 
report, Says: 


Meyer, in his 


“In view of the large surplus of oil inspec- 
tion receipts over disbursements resulting 
from the increased efficiency of the depart 
ment, I recommend that the oil inspection fee 
be reduced from ten cents to seven cents per 
barrel. When established, the present inspec- 
tion fee did not greatly exceed the cost of 
operating the department. However, during 
the past few years the greatly increased use 
of petroleum products in the state, together 
with the improved business methods of the 
department, have greatly reduced the cost 
this inspection to the state. 


“Five years ago it cost the state 79!4 cents 
to inspect ten barrels of oil; last year it cost 
but 57 cents to perform the same service, and 


in a more prompt and efficient manner. Had 
the inspection cost been as high in 1914 as it

This 
was the plan under which the department oper- 
ated previous to July 1, 1913. I make this 
recommendation because the salaries and trav- 
eling expenses of the deputies, which form 
more than ninety per cent of the total cost of 
operation of the department, are not under 
The sal 


aries are justly fixed by statute in accordance 


the control of the state supervisor 


with the number of barrels of products actu- 


ally inspected, while the expenses represent 


merely the actual disbursements of the deputies 
in going to points where inspections are 
needed. 

“As all barrels of petroleum products used 
for illuminating, heating or power purposes 
must be inspected, it is obvious that any sud- 
den increase in the use of kerosene or gaso- 
line would operate to render any limited ap- 
propriation, such as the present one, insufficient 
to pay the resultant increased salaries, even 
though the total inspection fees collected great- 
ly exceeded the actual cost of inspection.” 

The Wisconsin department inspected the last 
year, which ended June 30, 1914, 476,217 bar 
rels of oil, and 515,747 barrels of gasoline, 
making a total of 991,964 barrels. This is a 
little more than 90,000 barrels over the year 
before, and 220,000 barrels more than in 1912. 
Ten years ago the department inspected 289,- 
715 barrels. 

The inspector’s report shows that in 1905 it 
cost the department 7.3 cents to inspect a bar- 
rel of either oil or gasoline, and it remained at 
this figure for the next three years. Then it ad- 
vanced two cents in 1908 and four cents more 
in 1909. It dropped to 7.2 cents in 1910. Since 
that time it has been steadily dropping to 5.7 
cents in 1914. The number of deputies has 
heen slightly decreased, in 1905 there being 61, 
in 1909, 53, and the number has been within 
one and three of that up to the present year, 
when it was 53.

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North Dakota Supreme Court Kills Inspection Law 


Sustains Injunction Allowed Oil Jobber Whose 


Shipments State Inspector Sought to Hold Up 


SPECIAL TELEGRAM. 

GRAND FORKS, N. D., January 11—The Supreme Court has rendered a 
decision sustaining the injunction granted us in the lower courts and declaring 
the North Dakota oil inspection law unconstitutional. The state has thirty days 
in which to show that the collections from oil inspection equal the expense of 


the department. This they cannot do. 


The constitutionality of the oil inspection 
law of North Dakota is now before the Su- 
preme Court of that state. It was taken there 

the state inspector of oils, when he was 
enjoined in the lower courts on the request of 
the Bartles-Northern Oil Co., Grand Forks, 
N. D., from detaining cars belonging to that 
company which he was holding for payment of 
oil inspection fees refused by the oil com- 
pany. 

In attacking the oil inspection law the Bar- 
tles-Northern Oil Co. took a little different 
method. They had been paying upwards of 
$500 per month inspection fees to the state. 
When it was determined to contest the law the 
company refused to pay any more fees. Under 
the law the state oil inspector is required, or 
thinks he is at all events, to test the oil in 
the tank cars et the point where it crosses 
the boundary line of the state. As the cars 
arrived at the state line consigned to the Bar- 
tlesville-Northern Oil Co., and that company 
refused to pay any fees, the oil inspector de- 
tained those cars, whereupon the Bartles people 
went into court asking for an injunction on

the ground that the retention of the cars was 


ruining their business, inasmuch as pre 
vented their getting the products which the) 
sold. And that furthermore, this detention 
was for an unlawful purpose in that the oil ir 


spection law was unconstitutional. 

This raised the constitutionality of the law 
in a different light from that in other states 
where the only question of injury before the 


court has been the injury done the oil marketer 


by having his oil inspected and by paying the 
fee. The Bartles people were able to show a 
direct and most positive injury to their busi- 
ness by reason of the detention of these cars. 
The contention of the Bartles-Northern Oil 
Co. in the lower courts was sustained. The 
state oil inspector carried it up, and briefs 
on it were presented to the Supreme Court in 
the December term. 

The chief contention of the oil company in 
replying to the appeal is that the inspection 
is primarily a tax for revenue purposes, in 
that, according to the department's own re- 
port, it only costs from $10,000 to $12,000 per 
year to operate the department, while it nets 


to the state anywhere from $70,000 to $90,000 
per year. To make this point stronger than 

made in the average case, the Bartles- 
Northern Oil Co., through its attorney, Frank 
8. Feetham, undertakes to show that the legis- 
lature in re-enacting the old oil inspection law 
in 1913, did so upon having received the notice 
that the law produced a net revenue from 
$60,000 to $100,000 per year to the state, and 
that despite that due notice the legislature 
also ordered the transfer of that excess from 
the inspection fund to the general fund of the 
state. In the words of the brief of the Bartles 
company, “the legislature that enacted this law 
had full knowledge of these facts. That the 
matter was explained in detail to the commit- 
tee who had charge of the bill, and that the 
whole legislature had such knowledge at the 
time the law in question was passed.” 

This is the first time it has been possible 
to show that fact. In Ohio the lower courts 
held that the fees for oil inspection were set 
years ago when the gallonage was not so great, 
and that the net revenue that has accrued to 
the state in recent years is without the knowl- 
edge or intention of the legislature, and that 
if the net revenue is unduly large it is up to 
the legislature upon being informed of that 
fact, if it thinks best to reduce the fee. 

CITES OYSTER CASE. 

In support of this contention the Bartles 
company cites at length the Maryland oyster

Field Manual of Big Association Gives Simple 


Instructions On Plant and Home Alike 


What you should do to protect your home, 
sur office, your plant and property generally 
from fire is briefly told in the Field Practice 
Manual just issued by the National Fire Pro- 


tection Association. Every property owner of 


nsequence should have a copy of the book. 
Every oil refiner and oil jobber should either 
ad it himself or have his man in charge of 
maintenance study it carefully. 

The book is not a complete instruction on 

w to build oil plants, because it only covers 
manufacturing property in a general way. But 
t deals with the more common features around 
il and all manufacturing plants, features 
which are so common that increasing one’s 
re protection regarding them is not often 
ought of. Your maintenance man, however, 
will get pertinent and timely instructions on 
lighting hazards, heating hazards, power 
hazards, including steam boilers, electric 
powers, furnaces, etc.; on chemicals, paints and 
oils; on spontaneous ignition and dust ex- 
plosion; on the care and maintenance of prop- 
rty generally, such as ash cans, metal lockers, 
“no smoking” precautions, etc.; on chimneys 
and flues, and on dwelling house hazards. He 
will receive fairly detailed information on au- 


tomatic sprinkler installations, their functions, 
designs and reliability, how they should work, 
how they should be installed, testing and 
gauges, fire pumps, gravity tanks, pressure 
tanks, ete. Then he will find a whole chapter 
on fire protection in general, being the location 


of the yard hydrant, hose and equipment for 
the yard hydrant, steam jets, night watchmen 
signaling systems and wired-glass windows 
fireproof coating mixtures, etc. 

The book was designed primarily to be 
brief statement of all the standards recom 
mended by the National Fire Protection Ass 
ciation and also the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters for the use primarily of the 
fire insurance inspectors and fire wardens of 
the country. But the book contains so much 
valuable information that the association has 
put it out also for property owners. Eve 
he will be much interested in the instructions 
to the inspector as to how to go about inspect 
ing a property and his attitude toward th 
owner. 

The book is published as a supplement to 
the regulations of the National Fire Protec- 
tion Association and the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, and reference is made 
those various rules and regulations, and copies 
of them may be obtained from either the 
National Board or the Fire Protection Ass 
ciation’s headquarters at Boston.

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Forsees Oil Engine Will Supplant Steam Locomotive 


Big Engine Builder Suggests Probabilities of 
the Future—What the New 8 Cylinder Is Like

The internal combustion oil or gasoline locomotive that will supplant the big 
steam power that we know today is not perhaps any more of an impossibility of 
the future than an eight cylinder automobile engine might have seemed a few 
years ago. 

' To the oil man these possibilities present, on the part of the eight cylinder 
automobile engine, more efficiency in lubrication and perhaps greater gasoline 
consumption, while the internal combustion locomotive of the future presents not 
only a revolutionizing of the railroad world, but of the petroleum world. Ob- 
viously, it is anticipated that the new locomotive will be built to meet the fuel 
conditions, whatever they may be, of the future, but, however it meets that new 
fuel, the vision offers all kinds of possibilities to the trade. Among them prob- 
ably the railroads entering the oil business, not only the marketing of oil, but 
the refining and producing of it, just as they are in the coal business largely to- 
day. And if some predictions as to the limited supply of petroleum in this coun- 
try are true, competition between the big transportation interests and the com- 
mercial division of the oil business for the crude oil production of the country 
will be keen. 

Whatever the future, in its developing the petroleum oil industry as now or- 
ganized should find increasing markets of the most desirable nature. 


Gasoline Locomotives 


Now Are Much Used 


From the gasoline mine locomotive for 
light yard work, A. H. Ehle, manager of the 
gasoline locomotive department, of the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, sees but a step 
to a development of internal combustion en- 
gines so as to supplant entirely the steam 
locomotives of today. 

Mr. Ehle made this prediction in a paper 
presented at the annual meeting of the So- 
ciety of Automobile Engineers at New 
York, January 6th and 7th. 

In his paper Mr. Ehle speaks as follows: 

“Gasoline locomotives for mine use have 
been in successful use for some six years, 
and are mainly distinctive because of com-

bining certain well established steam loco- 
motive principles with a source of motive 
power that has become highly developed 
hrough the introduction of automobiles. 
xasoline locomotives have been particularly 
successful in work around contracing opera- 
tions, plantations, quarries, melting plants, 


and in fact for almost all industrial purposes 
where loads are to be hauled at moderate 
speed within the range of available motor 
powers that can be placed within the gauge 
and the conditions imposed. However, not- 
withstanding their convenience for service 
ability, their more general introduction de- 
pends upon the economic consideration of 
first cost and fuel operating expense com- 
pared to other available kinds of locomo- 
tives. It is this that makes the future of 
larger internal combustion locomotives so 
interesting, for the solution now clouded in 
some obscurity, is likely to involve new 
fuels of more efficient methods of utilizing 
existing fuels.” 
MAKE MANY OF NEW TYPE. 

The Baldwin Locomotive Works now 
makes narrow gauge industrial machines in 
four sizes weighing 3%, 5, 7 and 9 tons, and 
an 18 ton standard gauge locomotive. Thes« 














are provided with two speed transmissions 
giving general speeds of four and eight or 
five and ten miles per hour in either direc- 
tion. An 18 ton machine was recently placed 
in service by the Kellogg Toasted Corn 
Flakes Co., in yard work, and on test ex- 
ceeded the specified draw bar pull or haul- 
ing capacity by about fifty per cent, when 
operating on either gasoline or kerosene. It 
was designed for industrial switching service 
and to haul a total of about 200 tons on level 
track or on 28° curves, or the equivalent of 
lighter loads up various grades. The con- 
sumption of either gasoline or kerosene was 
found to be in average service about 4% 
gallons per hour, hauling about 80 tons back 
and forth over a track having level stretches 
and grades as high as three per cent. 

The general construction of the engine, 
as per the plan view of the locomotive print- 
ed herewith, shows a four cylinder engine, 
which drives a bevel pinion, which is con- 
stantly in mesh with two large bevel gears 
on the intermediate counter-shaft with the 
engine fly-wheel, friction clutch and gauge. 
The large bevels will, of course, run in op- 
posite directions These bevels run loose 
on the intermediate shaft, excepting when 
one or the other is engaged by a forward 
and reverse draw clutch located mid-way 
between the bevel gears, thus providing for 
the operation of the locomotive in either di- 
rection. 

The motors are all water-cooled and of 
the four cycle four cylinder vertical type es- 
pecially designed to withstand severe 
service There is nothing radical about 
them. They conform quite generally to the 
larger motors used in automobile construc- 
tion. They are almost invariably equipped 
with electric motor starters after the man- 
ner usual in automobile practice. The igni- 
tion is by battery and automatic spark ad- 
vance magneto. 

The future for internal combustion loco- 
motives as seen by Mr. Ehle is given by him 
as follows: 

“What are the prospects of expanding this 
type of locomotive into large sizes to take 
care of passenger and freight work now 
handled almost exclusively by steam loco- 
motives? 
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“They are promising, but even after suc- 
cessfully solving such problems as sufficient 
power, available space, method of power 
transmission, etc., it must be clearly dem- 
onstrated that from an economic standpoint 
internal combustion locomotives can hold 
their own with the well established steam 
and electric types. To merely construct a 
mechanically perfect internal combustion 
locomotive having the required power is not 
sufficient. There can be no extensive adop- 
tion of this type until the first cost shall 
have been justified by profitable operating 
expenses. This means of course that with 
such methods as are now employed, the fuel 
must be obtained at a sufficiently low price 
or a scheme of operation produced that will 
embody inherently higher thermal efficiency 
than is now realized.

“The low torque characteristics of gas en- 
gines under certain conditions make neces- 
sary the introduction of some form of vari- 
able gear transmission either by straight 
mechanical or electrical means, or else the 
conversion of energy into such form that it 
may be employed in operating cylinders 
similar to the manner in which steam or 
compressed air locomotives are propelled. 

“Attempts up to the present time have 
been almost wholly along the following 
general lines: 

FORMS OF TRANSMISSION. 

“I—A locomotive in which the power of 
the motor is applied direct to the driving- 
wheels without any variable speed-gear 
mechanism whatever. This naturally means 
that for starting a heavy train some exter- 
nal source of power such as compressed air 
must be introduced into the gas engine 
cylinders until such time as the engine can

pick up on its own fuel. The Diesel loco- 
motive is perhaps the best example of this 
class. 

“2-A locomotive involving change-speed 
gear between the motor and driving-wheels 
this transmission being of the straight m« 
chanical type with either sliding gears or in

“3—A locomotive in which the gas moto: 
drives a generator delivering current to elec 
tric motors through various means of con 
trol, with or without storage batteries. 

“Attempts along the stated three lines 
have been attended with more or less su 
cess and investigations now being made may 
elevate one or more of them eventually to a 
degree which will make them acceptable fo: 
general uses. In the light of present ex 
perience and knowledge, however, it seems 
more probable that permanent results will 
be obtained by working in other directions 
For instance, there are attractive possi 
bilities in the use of locomotive employin 
compressed air as the working medium. |) 
such a machine the gas engine would be d 
rect-connected to an air compressor delive: 
ing air to a suitable reservoir, the air from 
this reservoir being utilized in cylinders and 
with mechanism very similar to those ot 
steam locomotives of the present time. 


USE COMPRESSED AIR. 

“This suggests a way to increase the eff 
ciency of an air motor, which is ordinarily 
considered very low because of the heat lost 
during compression and that given up dur 
ing expansion in the motor. It is conceiy 
able that the heat in the jacket water and 
exhaust gases which is ordinarily thrown 
away can be used to very good effect in 
jacketing the air working cylinders and th« 
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The extent to which the total 
efficiency would be raised is problematical, 
yet indeed attractive when it is considered 


air reservoir. 


that the effectiveness of an ordinary com- 
pound compressed air locomotive is consid- 
erably increased by the introduction of at- 
mospheric interheating devices. 

“It may be that for internal combustion 
locomotives the prime mover itself will be 
used for quite a different purpose. Instead 
of endeavoring to produce the maximum 
amount of rotative effort at the engine 
crankshaft, the transmission difficulty may 
be obviated and the efficiency raised by pro- 
ducing directly from the fuel the maximum 
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amount of exploded gas under pressure, 
which latter will then be conveyed to oper- 
ating cylinders as in the case where com- 
pressed air is the working medium. The 
mechanism for producing this exploded 
charge may possibly follow present design 
with respect to the essential parts of the 
machine, but with such parts obviously in- 
tended for different purposes. At first 
thought it might appear quite impracticable 
to retain the heat and thus the energy so 
produced, but thus far it is not known what 
can be done by exploding a charge into a 
container constructed for the sole purpose 
ef retaining its heat as long as possible. For 


Four Eight-Cylinder Cars Now On 


What the public is hailing as the latest 
wrinkle in automobile construction is the 
eight cylinder engine, four cylinders on a 
side and at right angles. Four companies 
have already announced the construction of 
eight cylinder cars. 


The first announcement was by the Cadil- 
lac Motor Car Company, Detroit, Mich., 
which has dropped the four cylinder engine 
and is making nothing but eights. Next 
came the King Motor Car Company, De- 
troit, Mich., with an eight cylinder model. 
Then the Briggs-Detroiter Co., likewise of 
Detroit, Mich., and finally the Remington 
Motor Company, New York, N. Y. Ac- 
cording to reports there will be others. 


The chief advantages of an eight cylinder 
over a four or six are lighter weight than 
the six because the crank shaft is only long 
enough for four cylinder engine, and above 
all the application of power at every quarter 
turn. 


The eight cylinder automobile engine is 


not new. Twelve years ago three French- 
men had an experimental car with eight 
cylinders. In 1907 such a car was entered in 
the big automobile race in France. Eight 
cylinder cars have been put out for several

years in stock models by Messrs 
Bouton, automobile 
France, and this car they exhibited at the 
show of foreign built cars at New York 


City the first week in January.

The Cadillac also recommends transmis- 
sion and cup grease of its own brand, but it 
says where that cannot secured a mix- 
ture of steam cylinder oil and a_ small 
amount of cup grease of a consistency that 
flows easily is recommended for transmis- 
sion, and a cup grease of a lighter color but 
medium consistency and made from animal 
ils is approved.

Organize Mex Oil 
to Fight U. S. Men

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 5.—Organization 
of the oil producers of Mexico to protect their 
mutual interests is strongly ufged in an edi- 
torial in Patroles, a Spanish weekly journal, 
devoted to the interests of the industry, and 
published in Mexico City. One of the prin- 
cipal reasons given is the strong movement on 
in Oklahoma to induce the United States Con- 
gress to exclude Mexican oil from the Amer- 
ican market by a protective tariff duty, that 
the Oklahomans are strongly organized, while 
the Mexican interests are entirely without 
union. The editorial says that M. A. Spellacy 
is the only operator in Mexico who spoke up 
in defense of Mexican oil. 

The editorial also emphasizes the fact that 
there are many other matters of vital im- 
portance to the Mexican petroleum business 
that can be handled only by joint action. 


The Standard Oil Company got the contract 
the last of December for supplying Savannah, 
Ga., with gasoline at a discount of two cents 
per gallon below the market prices. The Gulf 
Refining Company bid the same price, but as 
the Standard had it the year before it got it 
again. 


The refinery of the Indian Refining Com- 
pany, Georgetown, Ky., which was shut down 
several years ago and practically removed to 
Lawrenceville, Ill, where the company now 
operates one of the largest refineries in that 
field, is being dismantled. The seventy acre 
site at Georgetown, it is said, will be sold.

The writer can't 
say what this tailoring company’s profit was, but even 
though it’s not great per pair it’s not to be sneezed at on 
the whole.

OWN in West Virginia, out in Oklahoma and 
in all these oil inspection states they are either 
talking about taxing oil as crude or as “explosive” 

refined, regardless of how business conditions are, or how 
much oil we have to hold in this country because Europe 
can’t take it, and all. 

Down in West Virginia and out in Oklahoma they are 
talking about fancy taxes on crude, even up to $1.50 a 
barrel, a third of which the state would keep and two- 
thirds go to the producer. 
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Yet oil is the chief product of West Virginia, of Okla- 
homa and quite a few other states. In fact West Vir- 
ginia wouldn’t be much of a state without its oil and 
gas, and Oklahoma would still be a collection of one 
horse prairie towns without its oil. Taxing the one and 
only means of livelihood can hardly be called a very tact- 
ful way of encouraging home industries. 

While some of the citizens—thank the Lord mostly of 
the type called politicians—are gunning for oil in these 
states as blood thirstily as the warriors abroad are going 
to it, the whole country has been literally bleeding for 
the cotton industry, bleeding good, hard-earned coin. 
And the South is caressing its chief industry most tender- 
ly and receiving first aid from the North. 

Is there any reason under the shining sun why oil 

houldn’t get just a fraction of the consideration given 
cotton, or our railroads? 


HY not make the tank car the unit of 
measure in “inspecting” oil and gasoline? 
Years ago the barrel, being the only shipping 
container used, was very properly the unit. All inspec- 
tion laws today are so much per barrel. 

By using the tank car, regardless of its size, because 
the inspector would only make one inspection anyway, 
whether it was a 4,000 or 12,000 gallon tank, you really 
lighten the inspector’s labors, for then he wouldn't have 
to figure out how many barrels there are in the tank and 
multiply that larger figure by so many cents to get at 
his fee. 


One result of thus using the tank car would be to 
make more glaring the excessive fees charged for “in- 
specting.” The public doesn’t get very much excited at 
hearing of ten cents a barrel, nor appreciate that it 1s 
$20.00 a car. 

Good big yellowbacks of that denomination aren't in 
everybody’s pocket and when a deputy inspector, whom 
everybody knows never made more than $80 a month in 
his life and probably never will receive $20.00 for the few 
minutes necessary to test a tank car, the public will ap- 
preciate the downright political robbery that’s being prac- 
ticed. And if there are a string of cars, five of them say, 
to be tested at one time, $100 will look rather large for a 
morning’s work. 

The inspector may argue that most of it goes to the 
state, that he has to chase, or be ready to chase, to some 
distant point to test a single barrel, but the public will be 
thinking about that $100 for an hour’s work. It will look 
like a good deal of money. If part of it goes to the state, 
it will look, to the public, more like a tax. It’s not every 
business man, every grocer, every butcher or dry goods 
seller who can afford to cough up a hundred dollars of 
a morning for a fraud, disguised as an action of the 
government. 

Take the Wisconsin state inspector. He pulls some 
laurels on his head for the “great increase” in the num- 
ber of barrels that he inspected this year over last, just as 
if he had something to do with that increase, as if he 
created it. That increase figured in barrels sounds big. 
but in tank cars it wouldn’t mean much. For the whole 
state there were only 4,959 10,000-gallon tank cars in- 
spected in its last fiscal year. That’s less than a hundred 
a year to each deputy inspector, making an average of less 
than two a week to each deputy. Imagine keeping up a 
payroll and letting a perfectly well man loaf around all 
week just to do forty minutes work. That’s the way it 
will appear to the public. 

The oil men paid $20.00 a car and Wisconsin shoved 
$8.58 into the treasury, for what?

PRODUCERS PLAN FIGHT. 

Local gas men who organized the Oil & 
Gas Well Owners’ Association of Cuyahoga 
county, some months ago, to battle attempts 
of the deputy state tax commissioners to 
capitalize their wells for taxation purposes 
on a basis of 16 2-3 per cent of the return to 
the owner, are planning to go into court 
within the next few days to ask for a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the treasurer 
of Cuyahoga county from attempting to col- 
lect the taxes assessed upon their holdings 
under the present system. 

Some months ago, at a hearing before the 
district board of complaints of the case of 
complaint of the National Carbon Company, 
Zimmerman & Hahn and Marcus A. Monag- 
han, president of the Oil & Gas Well Own- 
ers’ Association, the method of determining 
the value of gas bearing lands by the deputy 
tax commissioners was upheld and the com- 
plainants given the choice of taking their 
complaint to the state board of complaints 
at Columbus, or going into court for an in- 
junction. The association chose the latter. 

As the taxes for the first half of 1914 are 
due Jan. 20 and will be assessed under the 
method of valuation to which the associa- 
tion objects on all gas well owners who 
were selling gas previous to the first of 
April, 1914, the application for the injunc- 
tion must be filed very shortly, and the as- 
sociation hopes every man in Cuyahoga 
county who is interested in the production 
of oil or gas, will become, through the as- 
sociation, a party to the application. Every 
man who is the owner of a share in a pro- 
ducing oil or gas well in Cuyahoga county, 
is a member of the association, which was 
formed for the mutual good, without any 
further formalities. There are no dues and 
no fees, all the expenses of the association 
being borne by voluntary contributions of 
the members. Originally it was desired that 
every owner in the county donate $10 to the 
welfare fund, but because of the large num- 
ber of wells drilled in the county within 
the past twelve months, a contribution of $5 
by the men in the field would give the asso- 
ciation ample funds to carry on its fight 
against the taxation methods of the state, 
which are considered unjust by the well 
owners. Contributions may be given or sent 
to J. H. Orgill, of Mathews & Orgill, the 
Illuminating building.

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Fight Production Tax in West Virginia 


Producers Association Appeals to Public, Ask: 
ing Only Part of the Consideration Given Cotton 


By Special Correspondent. 

PARKERSBURG, W. VA., Jan. 6.—The 
citizens of West Virginia are appealed to by 
the Oil and Gas Producer’s Association of 
this state not to add to the burdens of the 
oil and gas producing industry at the session 
of the legislature which opens this month, by 
placing thereon a production tax. This form 
of raising revenue for the state has been sug- 
gested by a number of politicians in and 
around the legislature, and the public is be- 
ing asked to support it on the ground that 
it is an attack on the Standard Oil in- 
terests. 

The Producer’s Association suggests to 
the voters that they could well take heed at 
the example of the South in coming to the 
rescue of the cotton grower instead of 
adding burdens to the nearly wrecked cot- 
ton industry, and then to remember that 
next to cotton, petroleum was the greatest 
sufferer from the war. 

The appeal of the producers is stated in 
part as follows: 

“This is an appeal to honest men for fair 
play. It will not impress those who seek to 
impose illegal burdens upon an industry al- 
ready bearing more than its proportion of 
taxation, but it should receive the careful 
consideration of all fair minded men. We 
make this appeal with implicit confidence in 
the justice and good sense of the people of 
West Virginia, and while we cannot hope 


to reach them all in this manner, we can 
reach a few directly and others will, through 
their kindly interest inspired by their spirit 
of fairness, give us their support. 

“West Virginia’s most important indus- 
tries and greatest sources of wealth are 
producing enterprises. The oil and gas in- 
dustry is the most hazardous of these. More 
money has been put into this industry than 
has been taken out. The state is more in- 
debted to it than it is to the state. 

“Some misguided statesmen are advocat- 
ing a production tax on oil and gas. This 
is not a plank in the platform of any po- 
litical party. No political party would have 
the temerity to undertake a political cam- 
paign on it and thresh out before honest 
men a theory so rankly unjust 

“The following are some of the reasons 
why we protest against the iniquitous and 
unfair proposition to single out these prod- 
ucts to bear a special and discriminatory 
tax: 

“1. Itis thoroughly unfair, and this alone 
should condemn it in your mind. 

“2. The oil and gas industry enjoys no 
special privileges and imposes no _ special 
burdens on the state. 

“3 The constitution of West Virginia 
provides that all taxes shall be fairly and 
equally levied, and the advocates of this tax 
seek to evade this just provision, by levying 
the tax, not directly, but in the form of a 


license tax, and the very fact that this sub- 
terfuge has to be resorted to to give it even 
a faint color of constitutionality, proves that 
it is dishonest and unfair. 


“4. Oil and gas properties are now taxed 
at their value, on the same basis as is real 
estate and all other classes of property, ex- 
cept that as a rule oil and gas properties are 
valued higher relatively and have less tangi- 
bility than other classes of property. The 
only tangible property on an oil and gas 
leasehold is the equipment, but assessments 
are based with respect to the buying or sell- 
ing value, not only of the equipment, but 
also of the right to produce oil or gas under 
the lease, with the view that there will be no 
abnormal decline in production, so a large 
part of the valuation for taxation rests on 
the possibilities and prospects of continued 
production, which are varying and uncer- 
tain. While an oil and gas property is be- 
ing developed with successful results, it may 
increase in value, of which due account is 
taken in assessing for taxation, but when 
development is completed, depreciation is 
continuous and rapid, in comparison with 
other forms of property. The oil and gas 
industry ranks among the heaviest contribu- 
tors to the state’s income from taxation, and 
contributes more than its fair share under 
the existing system of taxation. 

“5. While the wisdom of a tax on thrift 
and industry is questionable, if there abso-

“6. A production tax establishes a dan- 
gerous precedent. Oil and gas are limited 
in quantity, and their production will de- 
cline and eventually they will be exhausted. 
While their production is declining and 
when they are exhausted, what will be the 
result if the state is committed to the theory 
of a production tax? Other products, some 
farm products, for instance, will have to be 
substituted, as subjects for taxation, for the 
oil and gas, the yield for which has been 
reduced or has ceased.

WHY NOT BOOST OIL. 


‘8. The oil producing business has been 
passing through the most distressful period 
f its history After a price of $2.50 per 
barrel, continuing for over a year, which en 
couraged producers to drill for small wells, 
improve the equipment and production of 
their properties, pay high prices for pro 
ducing properties, oil rapidly declined to 
$1.50 per barrel, or 40 per cent, leaving many 
in sad financial plight. For a long period 
there was no market and only limited stor- 
age facilities, compelling the curtailing of 
production and injuring wells and properties 
in many cases. The future is very uncertain 
and less operating for oil is going on in the 
Eastern fields than for many years. No 
other industry has suffered s 


severely ex 
cept the cotton industry, and instead of 
making cotton growers the target for unfair 
and discriminatory legislation, measures tor 
their relief are being considered. In fact, 
throughout the country today, broad-mind- 
ed constructive statesmen are attempting to 
devise ways to revive and encourage, not 
hamper and discourage, dormant business 
There is no statesmanship in the proposi- 
tion to add burdens to the oil business, 
which has been seeing some of the darkest 
days of its history and looks forward to a 
most uncertain future. And as gas develop- 
ment goes hand in hand with oil develop- 
ment, it has dropped away below its normal 
level. If ever any line of business needed 
encouragement, the oil and gas industry 
needs it at this time, and the only encour- 
agement those engaged therein ask from the 
people and the state is that they be accorded

No county can live successfully 
within itself, the beneficient results of pros 
pering development in one or more counties 
materially benefit the whole state, although 
in some cases the benefit cannot be traced 
directly to its source, but the logic of th 
proposition is apparent to any thinking 
man 

“It is not impossible that oil and gas may 
be found in every county of the state. Let 
the laws be so fair and consequently so en- 
couraging that every acre may be tested 
The merchant and the farmer of today may 
be the producer or royalty owner of to 
morrow. Then let them enjoy the full 
fruits of this hazardous enterprise, con 
tributing their full share to the expense of 
government, but no more.

PARKERSBURG, W. VA., Jan. 5.—The 
past month failed to produce anything new 
or startling in the West Virginia fields. Con- 
tinued cold weather throughout the month 
proved a hindrance to field work and the 
low market price for crude production tend 
to discourage new operations. Development 
work is expected to decrease and many op- 
erators will suspend work until spring with 
the close of the year. The conditions of the 
industry is not such as to warrant operators 
continuing operations at this time when the 
weather is an additional handicap. 

The last of the month, Kanawha county 
‘ame to the front with one of the largest pro- 
ducers West Virginia has ever known and also 
the biggest gas well in existence. The big oil 
well which was drilled in the last week in De 
‘ember, is located on Cabin Creek, in wildcat 
territory on the reservation of the Williams 
Coal Co., on the Shonk Garrison property, and 
will be known as the “Shonk” well. The well 
was drilled by the Columbus Producing Co., a 
subsidiary of the Ohio Cities Gas Co. The 
fluid, which was found in the Berea sand at a 
depth of 2,000 feet, was accompanied by such 
1 strong gas pressure that the oil could not 
ve controlled, and is pouring into the creek, 
overing the surface and the water of the 
Kanawha river with a shimmering coating. 

The news of the strike created great excite- 
ment in oil circles, and representatives of the 
oil interests were rushed to Cabin Creek im- 
mediately on receipt of the news, to grab up 
any available territory. The oil is said to be 
of the finest quality, and no doubt the discovery 
will open a new era in the oil fields of Ka- 
nawha county. 

The gas well which was struck near Sissons- 
ville, within a mile of the village, is proving 
to be one of the largest in the history of the 
state. When the gas was first struck it was 
estimated to be making about 2,000,000 cubic 
feet, but experts who arrived on the ground 
since, say that it is about a ten million foot 
well. The strike is attracting the attention of 
the oil fraternity and a rush is on for leases in 
the vicinity, as operators say there should be 
a large deposit of oil in the vicinity.

Illinois Furnishes Little Surprise 
to Bridgeport Oil Men 








By Special Correspondent. 
BRIDGEPORT, ILL., Jan. 8.—Another 


bunch of the oil “boys” are apparently in on 
the velvet as the result of the drilling in of 
a three hundred barrel producer on the Sarah 
Jennings farm, north of Applegate, section 
two, Petty township. This well has really 
created more interest than any brought in for 
many a day, and is going to stimulate develop 
ment in that particular territory, heretofore 
on record as no good. The pay is in the Kirk- 
wood sand from 1,557 to 1,574. It is quite a 
surprise party because the producers in that 
locality are generally light ones. 


Attention was attracted to this territory sev- 
eral months ago by the drilling in of a 200- 
barrel well on the Armitage farm in advance 
of production. A number of dry holes drilled 
to 1,500 feet had discouraged drilling, but Con- 
tractor George Rowley went deeper for th: 
Snowdens and hit the bull’s-eye. This caused 
the organization of a little syndicate composed 
of H. J. Morlang and Al. Denman, of the Oil 
Well Supply Company; Cal Burnett and 
Joseph Griggs. A lease was obtained on the 
Jennings eighty-acre tract and the contract 
for a well let to Contractor Rowley.

rhe two big refineries here are being op- 
erated along lines which indicate that the 
owners have confidence in an improvement 
of the oil business, and there is other tan- 
gible evidence of hopefulness.

Plunging “Outsiders” Put Town Back in Game 


St. Francisville, Iil., that Was Passed Up Last 
Now One of State’s Active Spots 


Spring 
By Special Correspondent. 
ST. FRANCISVILLE, ILL., Jan. 7.—A 


half dozen actual producers in, others due 
vithin a few days, and a dozen wells being 
drilled in all directions from the new pool, 


southwest of this place, make things look 
real flourishing down in the southeast cor- 
ner of Dennison township, which less than 
a year ago was condemned territory, and 
the fun has only started 

New locations are being made and addi- 
tional rigs are arriving for a further devel- 
opment of the field, all being done by the 
Independent operators, both large and 
small. Since my last report nothing has 
happened to discourage any of those dip- 
ping into the game. At first it was pre- 
dicted that the wells, all of which are around 
the 1,850 foot mark, would soon play out, 
but these prognosticators have not made 
good. The production is holding up really 
better than anticipated. These good signs 
have caused as much activity as the drilling 
in of the big gusher on the Murphy farm, 
northwest of town. A few weeks after it 
broke loose I stood on a hill overlooking 
the farm, and counted eighteen rigs in sight, 
and the same thing can be done here. 


In this development down here history is 
only repeating itself in Lawrence county. 
The oil that placed Bridgeport on the map 
was found in the sand subsequently named 
after that town. It was found below the 
thousand foot mark, and for quite a long 
time all of the production came from that 
depth. There was a decided gloom cast over 
the industry in 1906-07 when these wells 
started falling off, but the boom was given 
a new impetus by the Buchanan sand, found 
by the Ohio Oil Company, at 1,332 feet. 
The drills were sent on deeper, finding the 
Gas sand, then the Kirkwood, the most pro- 
ductive of all in the Illinois basin. The 
Tracey and McCloskey sands were found 
later, but no one ever dreamed of any pay 
dirt being found at the McCloskey depth 
down here. This is why the Ohio people 
got cold feet some six or seven years ago, 
when they got a dry one at 1,640 on the 
Murphy, and a duplicate at 1,625 on the M. 
A. Breen farm, southwest corner of section 
20, and a trifle over a half mile southwest 
of town. They did not go deep enough, 
that’s all, just a bad guess, and at the same 


time giving the entire country a black eye. 


When I was down here over eight months 
ago I made the acquaintance of a man here 
who seemed to be wise to all of the ins 
and outs of the game from a local stand- 
point. He told all about the tests made 
and insisted there was a good showing of 
grease in all of them. He declared with 
much positiveness that the well on the 
Breen farm flowed before it was shut in and 
recorded as a dead one. Then leases around 
that hole in the ground could have been 
obtained practically on your own terms, 
and he begged me to dip in. Some of the 
local Johnny Wises gave me the horse 
laugh when I told them what he said, so I 
picked up my grip and hiked out of town, 


and thereby making a quick get-away from 
a sure shot get-rich-quick proposition. 

Now what has been pulled off on this 
tract of land duly condemned by the Rocke- 
feller duster? Ata depth of 1,850 feet, Tay- 
lor, et al, have brought in a well within two 
hundred feet of the dry one drilled seven 
years ago. It was shot last week and flowed 
for an hour afterward, making a dandy well, 
the sixth in the pool. This proves that my 
friend really had the right dope, and was 
not such a “Simp” after all. The same peo- 
ple have two others good for a hundred bar- 
rels or better, on the Henry Tebbe farm, 
adjoining the Breen on the east, and a quar- 
ter of a mile from that famous duster. 
Thompson, et al, have still another good 
well on the John Gher farm, next to the 
Tebbe on the east. The other two are lo- 
cated on the August Levieux and A. Lagoot 
farms, adjoining the Tebbe on the south and 
east, both in section 29. 

And all of this stuff could have been 
picked up less than eight months ago on a 
square deal drilling proposition. However, 
it looked so positively bad that none of the 
plungers in Lawrence county, or there- 
abouts, would even talk to the landowners 
about leasing it, and it was left for Thomp- 
son and associates, all “rank outsiders,” to 
come in here and get the gravy. Their first 
test on the Gee farm, section 21, due south 
of town, was a bad one, but they were game 
and moved over on the Tebbe, where the 
bulis-eye was hit ker plunk. The old heads 
will have to concede that the bunch is a 
game one, especially when it is taken into 
consideration that it takes a roll of at least 
five thousand to pay the expense of the first 
hole, casing included. 

The most important outside tests are 
those on the Tobias Ramsey farm, south 
half of section 18, a mile northwest of pro- 
duction, by the Barnsdall interests, et al; 
Delphy Wease farm, northwest corner of 
section 30, three-fourths of a mile west of 
the Breen well, by Griggs, Callahan, et al; 
Joseph DeBouf, southwest quarter section 


29, quarter south of production, by Maple 


Gas & Oil Company; W. M. Jones farm, 
east half of same section, a quarter east of 
production, by the same company. If all 
come in good it will give the pool a big boost 
and start things a moving right. Other 
wells drilling are Thompson, et al, A. Lev- 
ieux, section 29; Taylor, et al, A. Lagoot, 
section 29; Taylor, et al. No. 2; A. Levieux, 
section 29; Taylor, et al, Nos. 3 and 4; 
Henry Tebbe, section 29; Boggs, Tanquary, 
et al; F. Barthelmy, section 20; A. Levieux, 
section 29, No. 1, Octo Oil Company; M. A. 
Barnes, section 19, by Brian, et al. All of 
this activity is west and southwest of the 
town. While leasing has been brisk in that 
section, there is yet a lot of stuff not taken 
up because the owners have put the price 
higher than the oil men want to pay, be- 
cause of the spotted territory. The land 
between here and the Murphy pool has been 
given a bad repute by the drilling of a 
series of dusters since the new development 
started a few months ago. The new pro- 


ducer on the Griggs strip, northwest cornet 
of section 7, and three-quarters of a mile 
southwest of the Murphy farm, which made 
a fine showing at the start, is reported as 
been ruined by water. The same thing hap- 
pened to a well recently broxght in by the 
Jennings Producing Company, on the ad 
joining farm south. 

The hopes of Mt. Carmel people for an 


oil boom have vanished for the present, with 


the completion of the wildcat on the Carson 
farm, by the Sian Oil & Gas Company, the 
pioneers in the Allendale pool. At 1,900 feet 
the hole was plugged and abandoned. There 
is some talk of making another test on the 
same tract, after the weather modifies, but 
no definite action has been taken. The lo- 
cation was a half mile north of Mt. Carmel, 
and nine miles south of the Allendale pool, 
in Wabash county. 


Irishtown Boom ene 
Wildcat Is Duster 


Hopes Of Operators Die When 
Promising Test Makes Salt 
Water 
By Special Correspondent. 
CARLYLE, ILL., Jan. 8.—The Irishtown 
well is a duster, so endeth the story of the 


most promising looking wildcat test made 
in Clinton county since the big boom almost 


‘four years ago. So much hope was mani- 


fested that the big and little guns in the 
game got real busy leasing, and even cash 
bonuses of three dollars an acre were ten- 
dered, but refused. However, the well is a 
dead one, dry at 1,285 feet, with absolutely 
no oil and a hole two-thirds full of salt 
water. 

The location of this test was on the Rob- 
ert Burnside farm, mapped as Harriet New- 
kirk, in the northwest corner of section 15, 
Irishtown, about ten miles northeast of the 
Carlyle pool, and three miles southwest of 
Keyesport. Last year Ewing and Marquis 
drilled a well on the DuComb farm for a 
home company. The indications were so 
good that they decided to get busy after a 
block of leases after the old ones were 
turned back, all of the territory being under 
lease to the home company. The acreage 
desired was obtained about three months 
ago. The Ohio Oil Company later got in- 
terested and shared the expense of the well. 

I noticed a clause in some of the leases 
taken not found in the regulation kind. It 
reads, “The land described in this lease is 
a part of a block of land leased which shall 
be known as Block A. It is specially agreed 
between the parties to this lease that if no 
oil or gas is produced in paying quantities 
on land described in this lease, or on lands 
in other leases in Block A, within one year 
from date of this lease, that this lease shall 
be null and void.” 

Another test will be made in the town- 
ship, unless the present plans are changed. 
The location has not been decided upon, at 
least not made public.

“Be it enacted by the people of the State 
f Oklahoma: 
“Section 1. All crude oil or petroleum un- 
der the surface of any land in this state is 


hereby declared to be and is the property of 


the owner of the surface under which crude 
petroleum is located in its original state 


“Section 2. Any owner or oil lessee of the 
surface having the right to drill for oil shall 
have the right to sink a well or wells to the 
oil bearing strata beneath the same and to 
take the crude oil or petroleum therefrom. In 
case other parties having the right to drill into 
the common reservoir of crude oil or petro- 
leum, drill a well or wells into the same, then 
the amount of crude oil or petroleum each 
owner may take therefrom shall be in the pro- 
portion of the potential production of his well 
or wells of such other owners of the same 
common source of supply Provided the drill- 
ing of a well or wells producing crude oil or 
petroleum by an owner or oil lessee of the 
surface shall be regarded as reducing to pos- 
session his share of such crude oil or petro- 
leum.

The Corporation Commission is 
hereby empowered to make such other rules 
and regulations as it may deem necessary to 
effect the purpose of this act, which rules and 
regulations when promulgated, shall be of the 
same effect as if provided for in this act. 

“Section 6. Original jurisdiction is hereby 
conferred on the Supreme Court of this state 
to hear and pass upon and review any order or 
decree made by the Corporation Commission 
under this act on the record made before the 
Corporation Commission on any hearing, and 
the Supreme Court may appoint a commission- 
er to take additional testimony if desired by 
either party and may grant a supersedeas to 
the party against whom the order is made 
upon such conditions as it may prescribe, and 
said order made by said Corporation Commis- 
sion shall not be enforced until finally de 
termined by the Supreme Court.”

There is no reason to think that the 
Cushing field wi'! be any less a menace to 


the production and the price of Oklahoma 
oil than it is for some time to co 

They have now 483 producing wells with 
a production of 244,000 barrels or 505 bar 
rels per well. With the new wells that are 
being drilled in and the shooting of old wells 
prodiction will keep above 200,000 for some 
time. 

However, there is the report that the 
squibs did not help the wells as much as 
anticipated, yet they have touched them up 
with as much as 20 quarts. 

The Vida M. Way farm well No 
operated by the Twin State Oil Company, is

cutting its oil very badly, as is the Fisher 
farm well No. 1, owned by C. B. Shaffer 
The Prairie Oil and Gas Company are 
building 13 miles of 8 inch line to their tank 
farm, at Terlton, on the Santa Fe Rail- 


road. They will only handle their own oil 
Being on the other side of the rostrum they 
are producers and as producers can trans- 
port their own oil, and I suppose get ex 
empted from the Yeager-Strain law 

There seems to be nothing in the report 
that White and Sinclair have had their pipe 
line service refused on the ground that they 
have shot some of their wells 

Labor troubles are numerous in the Cush- 
ing field, especially among the iron work- 
ers. They are all out on a strike and tank- 
age is becoming scarce, causing no end of 
trouble for the umpire who is expected to 
run more oil. This, however, is more out of 
the question, and the pipe lines are taking 
about 18 per cent of the gross potential pro- 
duction.

Sour Lake’s New Production Stirs Gulf Coast 


Recovers Decline of Month Ago; Big De- 
bate on What Oil Price Will Do This Year 

By Special Correspondent. 
HOUSTON, TEXAS, Jan. 6.—The prin- 


cipal topics of interest, to the oil fraternity, 


aside from the war, has been the new pro- 
duction at Sour Lake, which increased that 
field’s output some three thousand barrels, 
the Corpus Christi gasser, which came in 
last month from a depth of 2,250 feet, show- 
ing a tremendous pressure and a volume 
variously estimated from thirty to fifty mil- 
lion cubic feet a day. But the most natural 
and paramount question of the hour has 
been: What will the credit balance quota- 
tions or contract price be for the beginning 
of the ensuing year, as most of the old con- 
tracts terminate at this time; also the pros- 
pect of a new pipe line as an impetus to a 
better fuel oil market? 

Much new work in prospect has been held 
in abeyance on account of the weather, and 
general price conditions. The average daily 
production for the Gulf Coast is estimated 
at thirty-seven thousand barrels. 

Wildcat operations have very little news 
to report for the month. The weather con- 
ditions have been such for the past thirty 
days that it has been next to impossible to 
do any hauling of fuel or moving of ma- 
chinery, and many of the rigs are shut down 
waiting the Sun’s approval. 

NEW PRODUCTION. 

Sour Lake is still the center of attraction 
in point of new production. While the field 
took a severe slump last month, it is again 
producing sixteen thousand barrels. A num- 
ber of new wells have come in to offset the 
decline in the old ones. Among the larger 
prizes for the month are Hindman, et al, 
1,200 barrels from the 2,700 foot strata; the 
Lake Oil Company No. 6 Jackson, 600 bar- 
rels, and No. 3 Bashara, 400 barrels. The 
Theis Oil Company No. 2 Merchant, 800 
barrels. The Saxon Oil Company No. 2 
Merchant, 1,500 barrels, and the Primrose 
Oil Company have a 175 barrel well at 1,950 
feet. 

Over in Louisiana, the Vinton Petroleum 
Company brought in a 3,000 barrel well, and 
at Edgerly, the Miller Oil Company have 
a 1,500 barrel well. At Humble, the Farm- 
ers Oil Company finished a 2,000 barrel 
well, and the Producer’s Oil Company have 
a 2,500 barrel well, both of which came from 
the 3,000 foot sand. 

CORPUS CHRISTI GASSER. 

The White Point Oil & Gas Company’s 
big gasser that came in last month eight 
miles north of Corpus Christi with a rush, 
swallowed up the derrick, pumps, rotary and 
draw works, and tearing up the earth for 
a hundred feet each way, leaving the hole 
in the form of a lake, or seething caldron, 
as was to be expected, is ruined, so far as 
the individual well is concerned. But it has 
proven beyond a doubt that there is in that 
vicinity a tremendous gas pressure, and as 
nearly always follows in the Gulf Coast 
country, where there is a large quantity of 
gas, a most likely oil field. In fact, most of 
the leases have been taken with that idea in 
view 


The Guffey Oil Company, aside from pur- 


chasing a number of leases and files, at from 
five to ten dollars per acre bonus, and an 
overhead royalty, also purchased the White 
Point Oil & Gas Company’s holdings of two 
thousand acres, containing the blow-out well 
for which it is stated they paid, besides $60,- 
000 bonus, $40,000 out of the first oil, and a 
one-fourth interest in the net profits of the 
concern. 

A dozen or more companies have secured 
leases and have entered files on all available 
land within a radius of several miles from the 
well, and a number of local oil and gas com- 
panies are being organized to begin imme- 
diate development work. Most of the state 
land in the Bay has been filed upon, and, as 
the state requires the beginning of opera- 
tions within six months, a number of wells 
will have to be started by February first in 
order to hold these leases. There have been 
such tremendous rains and floods in this 
section for the past two months as to make 
the starting of new work up to this time 
very difficult. But “Old Sol” is’ shining 
again, and new activities are already begun. 

Apropos to the gas excitement at Corpus 
Christi, the Victoria people, not to be out- 
done by their neighbors along the Bay, have 
leased 10,000 acres four miles northeast of 
the city and are organizing a $50,000 com- 
pany and have set their heads to bring in 
the largest oil and gas field “ever.” An 
84 foot derrick is already up, and every prep- 
aration is being made to drill to a depth of 
4.000 feet if necessary. 

A NEW PIPE LINE PROSPECT. 

For some time it has been rumored that 
the Magnolia Oil Company was about to 
enter the Gulf coast fields to bid with, “not 
against,” the Texas Company, the Gulf Re- 
fining Company, and the Sun Company, for 
the Gulf coast crude. Recently two of the 
leading officers of the Magnolia Company 
made a tour of investigation, and it is re- 
ported located a site for a pumping station 
at Hull, near the Sour Lake field, along their 
main pipe line from North Texas to Beau- 
mont. 

Some time ago J. Edgar Pew bought 160 
acres near Beaumont for the Magnolia for 
a refinery site. The company also has a 
large amount of tankage, etc., which it se- 
cured when it absorbed the Security Oil 
Company several years ago. Practically all 
the Magnolia Company will need is a fuel 
gathering line to the fields, to connect with 
the main line, in order to become a full- 
fledged competitor in the Gulf coast fields. 

It is to be hoped that the coming of this 
pipe line, together with the Abbott Pipe 
Line Company, already in Sour Lake and 
Humble, may add very materially in boost- 
ing the price of the Gulf coast fuel oil to a 
place where it will be some encouragement 
to continue drilling and the operation of the 
smaller wells now on the beam. 

FUEL OIL MARKET FOR 1915. 

For the past four months there has been 
a lively effort on the part of the various 
marketing companies to contract fuel oil at 
50 cents per barrel up to the first of the 


year. This has been especially true in the 


Sour Lake and Humble deep sand areas, but 
at this time there is a general lull and the 
whole matter of price is in the air. Up to 
January 1 no new quotations for future de- 
liveries from the wells had been made other 
than the regular standing contract price of 
50 cents for periods of three, six, or nine 
months at a time. At the present time the 
attitude of the average producer is to await 
developments and considerable oil will be 
held in storage. A number of conferences 
on the part of the pipe line officials have 
been held but so far nothing of interest has 
been given out. 

It is thought by some that the high grade 
oils may go to fifty-five or sixty cents. Un- 
der the contract system, most of the opera- 
tors in this section have fared very well as 
probably three-fourths of the oil had been 
contracted ahead to the end of the year 
ranging from ninety cents to one dollar and 
seven cents per barrel for the old contracts 
and these are refusing to re-contract at fifty 
cents. It may be some time before a reg- 
ular market is established on the contract 
basis. 

HUMBLE AND SOUR LAKE. 

These two fields have been the center oi 
attraction to the Gulf Coast producers for 
some time. However, the major portion of 
the development work has been done in the 
Sour Lake field for the reason that that por- 
tion of the Sour Lake field known as the 
New Extension was formerly cut up and 
sold or leased in small lots or strips, and 
when the first well came in it was a free-for- 
all scramble to get leases or holdings. So 
attractive did the new extension become that 
at one time sixty-six rigs were running in 
the field and a flush production of 27,000 
barrels was the result, but not more than 
twenty rigs are now running. 

At Humble it was quite different. The 
deep sand development was discovered on a 
1,400 acre tract in the Stevenson Survey and 
was purchased by Messrs. Burt and Griffith 
in fee. A half interest was sold to the Pro- 
ducer’s Oil Co. and all but 517 acres was 
leased to the Producer’s Oil Co., the bal- 
ance was divided between the Producer's 
Oil Company and Farmer’s Oil Company. 
The Producers have had three rigs drilling 
and the Farmer’s Oil Company one, so that 
but four rigs have been running in this field, 
but they have had entire control of the deep 
sand development on the east side of the old 
field. These wells have been carefully lo- 
cated and systematically planned by Messrs. 
Burt and Griffith so that there has been very 
little crowding of the wells. As a result, 
none of the wells drilled during the year 
have failed or have been seriously inter- 
fered with by the ever recurring salt water 
so prevalent in the Gulf Coast oil fields. 

The history of this work adds a valuable 
lesson in the economical development of an 
oil pool. Two wells came in during the 
month, one by the Farmer’s Oil Company 
making 2,000 barrels and another by the 
Producer’s Oil Company rated at 2,500 bar- 
rels, both of which were finished in deep 


sand. These wells are situated on the south 
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side of the pool and lend further impetus to 
drilling in that direction. 

The Blaffer-Guffey well on the Bender 
was abandoned at 2,940 feet and the Sun 
Company abandoned its test on the Yeager 
at 3,800 feet, so that the prospects for an 
eastern extension of the pool do not look 
good. But, as the saying goes, “that’s the 
time to buy” and the entire tract known as 
the Yeager containing 345 acres on which 
the Sun Company drilled its well was pur- 
chased by Messrs. Burt and Griffith for $12,- 
000, and it is reported that another test on 
this tract will be made in the near future. 

The Producer’s well brought in last 
month making 750 barrels is still flowing by 
heads. Over in the old field very little work 
has been done. John O’Neal finished a well 
in the Cap Rock formation good for forty 
barrels. 

Mr. Perriman, of the Rotary Oil Company, 
has a derrick on the Ruhl Survey about one- 
half mile to the south of the deep sand de- 
velopment. This is an inportant test and 
will be watched with considerable interest 
by all those interested in the deep sand de- 
velopment. The daily production of the 
field is now rated at 7,500 barrels, three- 
fourths of which comes from the deep sand. 

At Sour Lake the new production for the 
month was close to 2,000 barrels. The 
Saxton Oil Company No. 2 Merchant came 
in making 1,500 barrels from the 2,800 foot 
sand. Their No. 1, which came in three 
months ago from the 3,200 foot sand is still 
flowing at the rate of 100 barrels. The 
Hindman well, which came in with = an 
initial flow of 1,200 barrels three weeks ago 
is still owing 800 barrels. The Lake Oil 
Company's No. 6 Jackson is flowing 600 
barrels and their No. 3 Bashara 400 barels 
from the 2,500 foot sand and the Theis Oil 
Company, on the No. 2 Merchant, is flowing 
800 barrels from a 3,000 foot sand. 

A number of smaller producers ranging 
from forty to 200 barrels equal the sum total 
for the month. 

Much interest has been manifested in the 
two deep tests to the south and southeast 
of the field. The one to the south drilled by 
the Gieskie Oil Company has reported a 
number of showings but is drilling on at 
2,800 feet. The other well to the southeast 
is the Guffey Company’s test, which is 
showing some oil at 3,200 feet. The 
Sun Company’s test, on the Junker, on the 
north side of the field, which was drilled to 
3,400 feet, is reaming out the hole to set 
casing. However, none of the producing 
wells have materially extended the field 
other than the extension « 


f the deep sand 
area. 
VINTON AND EDGERLY. 

Things have been rather quiet in these 
two Louisiana fields so that the old year is 
drawing to a close without the usual thrills 
that these two fields have so often occa- 
sioned. The largest well brought in during 
the month at Edgerly was finished by the 
Miller Oil Company, on the Redd, making 
1,500 barrels from the 2,840 foot sand. This 
well was the result of the second test made 
by setting the strainer in a deeper sand. This 
sand is exceptionally free from water and 
sediment for this field.

Gulf Pipe Line Interests 
Louisiana Producers

SHREVEPORT, LA. Jan. 8.—\Vhat 
effect the construction of an 8-inch pipe line 
from Oklahoma to the Gulf will have upon oil 
prices is an interesting subject among Louisi 
ana producers. So far, nothing but what they 
term “moral effect” is in sight. It is pointed 
out that White and Sinclair, who figure not 
alone as producers but as builders of a new 
8-inch pipe line to Baton Rouge, must have in 
storage upwards of two or three million bar- 
rels, leaving in sight no immediate possibility 
of the handling of other production than their 
own. 

Though producers are grumbling at what 
they call enforced idleness because of the 
price situation, and it is admitted that the 
differential between Oklahoma and Louisiana 
oil is being paid by the pipe line companies, 
still the fact remains that in the handling of 
Oklahoma’s production rests the salvation of 
the lower fields. The 5 cent advance quota- 
tion, January 5, on Pennsylvania grades is 
taken to mean nothing elsewhere, in the minds 
of eastern operators in the Louisiana districts, 
who point out that this is a measure necessary 
to keep up operations in that territory. Thou- 
sands of long lived wells in that territory, 
it is pointed out, could not be operated other- 
wise, and Pennsylvania oil is everywhere ad- 
mitted the cream of production 


further evidence that the White-Sinclair 
line, when completed, likely will care for little 
other than their own production is its length 
of 525 miles, and it would require numerous 
loops in order to handle more than 16,000 or 
17,000 barrels a day. The Gulf Refining Com- 
pany’s line from Oklahoma to the Texas coast 
has seven loops between the Mid-Continent 
territory and Lufkin.

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Commission Says California 
Pipe Lines are Common Carriers 


By Special Correspondent. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 8.—The State Rail- 
road Commission has decided that under 
the law of 1913 all pipe lines from the San 
joaquin valley fields to tidewater are com 
mon carriers, subject to the jurisdiction of 
the commission; those in the Southern and 
Coast fields are all exempt under that pro 
vision of the law, which excepts all lines 
the character or volume of whose business 
is such as to make their operation a matter 
of no public interest. 


The decision makes public utilities of the 
several lines of the Standard from the Val- 
ley fields to Point Richmond, the Asso- 
ciated’s line from the West Side field and 
Coalinga to Port Costa, the same company’s 
line from Coalinga to Monterey Bay, the 
line from Kern River to Porto Costa owned 
jointly by the Associated and the K. T. & 
©. (Southern Pacific), the Producers’ Trans- 
portation Company’s (Independent Agency) 
line to Port Harford, and the General Pipe 
Line to Mojave and Los Angeles. The 
Royal Dutch-Shell line, not being com- 
pleted, is not mentioned in the decision, but 
it will come under the same ruling. The 
\gency’s plea for exemption of the Pro- 
ducers’ Transportation Company on the 
ground that it was built for the specific 
purpose of serving one organization and did 
no other business, was brushed aside, as 


was that of the K. T. & O. (Southern Pa 
cific Railroad), that it moved only its ow1 
oil for locomotive fuel, and had no capacity 
in its pipe line for more. 

The Southern and Coast lines exempted 
include the Standard’s line from the Whit 
tier and Fullerton fields to the El Segundo 
refinery, where there is no commercial mat 
ket; the Union’s line from the same field to 
Los Angeles city and harbor; the lines of 
the Union, Associated and Standard bi 
tween the Santa Maria field and Port Har 
None of

tation. The fact that the Union Oil Cam 
pany has voluntarily offered to act as a 
common carrier for years in these fields 
without getting any business probably con- 
vinced the commission that there is no need 
for such public utilities in that section. As 
to those in the San Joaquin Valley, it says 
that five companies have a monopoly of mar- 
keting 95 per cent of the oil produced. 

The Standard accepted the law’s provi 
sions and filed schedules of rates for all its 
lines under formal protest, and made no 
further fight. The Associated and _ the 
Southern Pacific appealed to the federal 
courts, but Judge Dooling denied their pe- 
tition. 


Agency Holds Production 
Figure Variance Natural 


Independent Oil Producers Agency, 
Los Angeles, Cal., 
Dec. 24, 1914. 
Editor: 

Your article entitled “California Produc- 
tion Figures Show Remarkable Variance,” 
appearing on page 48 of the December num- 
ber of THE NATIONAL PETROLEUM 
NEWS, has come to my attention. 

It is quite true, as you show, that there is 
some variance in statistics on the California 
il industry as prepared and made public 
by the Standard Oil Company and_ the 
Statistical Bureau, of the Independent Oil 
Producers Agency. It may be interesting 
to you to know, however, that when the 
basis of computation observed by each of 
the organizations is understood, the figures 
may be regarded as fairly accurate when 
the different points of view and other con- 
ditions are recognized. 

The preparation of production figures in 
such a state as California, involving con- 
ditions seldom if ever encountered before in 
the oil business, in the handling of uncon- 
trolled gushers for periods of months, is 
bound to result in divergence of opinion as 
to output. It therefore seems unfair to 
state that either organization is incorrect in 
its conclusions. The policy of the Statisti- 
cal Bureau, of the Independent Agency, 
however, has always been ultra-conservative 
and it has tried to keep its production rec- 


ords down to what is considered a fair level. 

The Standard Oil Company recently 
recently stated in its official hourse organ 
known as the “Standard Oil Bulletin,” that 
the shipments indicated in its monthly field 
report constituted oil moved away from the 
different fields. The same item in the In- 
dependent Producer's Agency statistics is 
oil that has actually left the pipe lines so 
far as it is possible to obtain this informa- 
tion. 

In the point of rendering stock on hand, 
it is quite reasonable to expect variation in 
amounts when there exists such large quan- 
tities of sump storage with which California 
statisticians have had to deal during the past 
five years. 

The writer appreciates the fact that you 
have chosen to credit the agency statistics 
with a certain amount of accuracy yet at the 
same time the Statistical Bureau finds ab- 
solutely no satisfaction in having its work 
refidected in the light of the new man of 
costs a gleam of discredit upon a neighbor 
whose efforts toward completeness and ac- 
curacy are entitled to just as much credit as 
its own. 

I feel sure you will be very glad to give 
this letter the same prominence in your 
publication as was accorded the article to 
which it refers.

D. W. Burger, 32, oil well driller, who for- 
merly resided at Monterey, Pa., died at the 
Tulsa Hospital, Tulsa, Okla., Jan. 1.
